The 
rockets kept tiring, and patience began to flag 
when dust on the bridge- way and the sudden 
extinguishment of all the far electric 
lights let the crowd know how near 
the party was. The policemen now began to 
force the crowd backso that the carriage could 
gothrough. They had neglected to keep a 
passage way clear, and they used their clubs 
as prods and to beat back the people. 

THEY WORKED HARD 
and brutally to make the way, but so dense 
was the crowd behind, and so great was the 
resistance that little headway could be made 
until, almost ata gallop, a squad of mounted 
police dashed out of the entrance directly 
upon thecrowd. The men and boys had now 
to fight their way back to save their lives, but 
the instant the squad passed the 
crowd closed up to the wheels of 
the Cleveland carriage, yelling, hur- 
rahing and cheering. Mrs. Cleveland 
was leaning back inthe seat looking intently 
atthe oright picture of her husband on the 
arch a block away.

; THE DFCORATIONS. 

Nothing elaborate will appear in the way of 
floral decorations. Ostertag had a lady there 
the fore part of the night whose or- 
ders were to have, ‘*not too 
many but everything nice.’’ Only the 
platform space extending outina curve from 
the pulpit will be adorned. The decorations 
will extend tothe right and left no furtherthan 
the steps which lead up to the pulpit on 
each side. The decorations, which are prin- 
cipally of potted plants, almost conceal the 
pulpit and all its adjoining woodwork from 
view. The plant used most in the arrangement 
is the ficus elasticus, or rubber tree, which 
makes a bank quite impenetrable to the eye. 
In this mass of dark green rises up a beautiful 
cluster of tube ruses, directiy in front 
of the pulpit. In front ot 
the pulpit is placed a marble 
topped table, on which are three potted 
plants, the center being a yucca, with a palm 
on each side. The wooden cups 
supporting the ras jets are filled 
with yuccas and blooming plants. 
Through the whole stretch of green blooming 
plants are scattered just enough to break the 
monotony of green. The effect produced is 
quiet, but rich. 

VESTIBULE ARRANGEMENTS. 

The pews in the church are rented and the 
regular occupancy will not be disturbed 
for the occasion. There will be a full 
corps of ushers for the upper 
and the lower floor. As the 
seating capacity is not over 
1,200, with room for 300 more standing, there 
is no chanceof everybody getting a seat, un- 
less everybody goes early. Seats for 
the Presidential party will be re- 
served, but not more than two pews 
will be required for this purpose. Extra 
preparations have been taken to see thai the 
congregation is seated promptly and 
without confusion. The regular ushers 
are Maj. Butier, Mr. Robert Woud and Mr. M. 
C. Sloan, who will be assisted by others as the 
occasion demands.

She'ranaway from two in France 
and three in Germany, carrying off as much of 
their. property as she could lay her hands on. 
She was in Vienna in 1878 under an assumed 
name. She has robbed her different hus- 
bands altogether of more than 300,000 roubles. 
When traveling she invariably made dupes, 
and then disappeared with their money, 
jewels and even with their watches. She is 
not unfamiliar with her future abode, Siberia, 
as she was condemned to transportation once 
before by the Moscow tribunal.

By reason of economy 
there are no clocks in any of ourrailway sta- 
tions, and the trains are moved according to 
the private.timep eces of the avents at the 
Various stations.

which take place between these trains which 
are started out at such irregular times and 
which run at such mad speed. The sole safety 
of the public is based upon the memory of the 
train dispatcher, who keeps in his 
head ali the trains, where they are 
and when they are sent out. if this 
wretched man happens to forget or to 
make the slightest miscalculation, then the 
passengers are burled into eternity without at- 
tracting any more than a passing notice from 
New York newspapers,and without attracting 
the slightest public attention.

The carriage in which the President and 
Mrs. Cleveland will be driven about during 
their stay in St. Louis was built for Jesse 
Arnot .by James Cunningham, Son &Co. It 
it one of the most elegant vehicles 
ever seen upon the streets of St. Louis.

THE HARNESS 
will not be the smallest part of this elegant 
turn-out. The set for the four-in-hand has 
been completed several days and has 
been on exhibition in the windows. of 
the Heideman-Benoist Saddlery Company 
at 417 North Sixth street,in which establish- 
ment the harness was made. St. Louis has 
long led the world in the saddle and harness 
trade, and the skill of her workmen in these 
branches has been proverbial, but no job ever 
turned out of any shop in the city ever 
equaled this set in honest workmanship or 
artistic design.

| The Tribes in the Indian Territory Object to 


the Allotment. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., October 1.—An Indian 
Territory special says: The proposed allot- 
ment of landinIndian Territory has stirred 
up much bitterness with a prospect of serious 
trouble in the future. The tribes - in- 
terested are the Quapaws, Modocs, Otta- 
was, Wyandottes, Shawnees, Peorias, Miamis, 
Senecas and VPottawattomies. The head 
of each family will receive 160 acres; orphans 
and persons over and under 18 years of age, 
eighty aud forty acres respectively. The re- 
muining land willbe open to white settle- 
ment. The land lies in the northeastern part 
of the Territory and comprises 500,- 
000 acres. The Quapaws are the only 
tribe who are satisfied with the allotment. 
Members of the other tribes are protesting. 
Commissioner Atkins and Indian Agent Ly- 
kins are sharply criticised, the former being 
Superintendent of the allotment and the latter 
a warin advocate of it. The land is now being 
surveyed, and many Indians say they will 
have nothing to do with the allotment and will 
resist the effort to break up tribal relations,

The Horses of the Crow Indians Afflicted 
With the Disease. / 
WASHINGTON, D. C., October 1.—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior has received a communl- 
cation from the Governor of Montana, enclos- 
ing a report from the Veterinary Surgeon of 
that Territory relating to the disease known 
as ‘‘glanders’’ existing among horses on the 

Crow reservation. 
Commissioner Colman in transmitting the 


report to Secretary Lamar recommends that 
as the Bureau of Animal Industry has noJjuris- 
diction within the reservation, the Interior De- 
partment take such steps as are necessary to 
cause the destruction of the diseased horses to 
prevent the spread of the disease, and to pro- 
tect the lives of the people as well as the 
horses of the adj ining States. The Indian 
Agent joins Gov. Leslie in urging 
immediate action, and asks thut 
provision be made to recompense 
the Indians for the affected horses killed. 
The agent says the Indians regard this new 
disease among their animals asthe distemper 
with which their animals have always been 
more or less afflicted, and are unwilling to 
kill them, unless under promise of compensa 
tion.

The fountain Is three 
stories high; that is, there are three basins to 
it. The base is cutin octagon shape. At each 
corner of the octagon is alarge vase. Each of 
these vases will, on Tuesday night, be the 
base of an eight foot spire, with three cups 
between the base and the summit. Each of 
these cups will be filled to overflowing with 
fragrant cut flowers. The spires themselves 
will be covered thick with choice roses and 
camellias. Between the vases along 
the sides of the octagon will be 
a border of green plants, one 
plant larger than its fellows rising In the 
center just above the basin’sedge. From the 
edge of the basin to the floor,three feet below, 
the apace will be banked with green palms, 
ferns and mosses. Within each of the three 
bases will be clustered aquatic plants just 
within the circle of the falling water, while 
trailing vines will festoon the basin’s edge. 
Around the edge of each basin will glow a 
border of incandescent globes, held within the 
folds of flowers of coloredcrystal.Their brilliant 
light will make each drop of water as it falls, 
aflashing gem. Deep within the water of the 
basin will glow the electric fire, throwing back 
its brilliant light against the rainbow glow 
above. 
‘‘THE BALL.’’ 


From the highest basin of the fountain rises 
afigure. Above its head will hang suspended 
in mid air, held by invisible power, a hu«e 
ball of flowers, the ‘*Veiled Prophets’ ball,’’ 
The ball will bear careful study. 

Directly opposite the main entrance of the 
hali, partly concealed from view by the foun- 
tain, isthe rostrum. Onthis rostrum will be 
seated the forty musicians, who will make 
music for the dance. At either endof the 
platform will be a pyramid of palms, one huge 
plant rising above the others tothe height of 
twenty feet. Between these pyratoids lesser 
pyramids of plants and flowers will half con- 
ceal the musicians from view. 

Above the rostrum, protected from the glare 
of the lights on either side by shields of flow- 
ers, will be a beautiful transparency of 
colored cathedral glass. Hehind it will 
giow hundreds of lights, making the figures in 
the glass brilliant with their flame. Above 
this transparency will be a_ border of 
tropical plants. Inallthe decorations where 
potted plants are used, the pots will be con- 
cealed from view by mosses. 

During the early part of the evening, Iinter- 
est will center in the northern end of the hall, 
foritis there that the President and Mrs, 
Cleveland will be seated. Around the sides of 
the hall will extend four tiers of seats, a broad

platform holding the uppertier. On this plat- 
form, in front of the central window "ty the 
north end of the hall will sit the 

PRESIDENT AND HIS WIFE. 

On either side of the space they will occupy 
a silver railing will shut them off from the rest 
of the world. On either side of the steps lead- 
ing up to their seats, will be two old gnaried 
tree trunks. From their decaying tops and 
sides will spring fresh flowers. Behind the 
President’s stand the window will be beautt- 
fully draped in silk and satin, looped up by 
heavy cords of silk. ‘There will be no floral 
backsround. ‘To this place the President and 
his party will be escorted by the Reception 
Committee, and it is probable they will not 
leave this point until it is time for them to 
leave the bali. The Prophets will pass before 
them in their grand march, and it is rumored 
that they will bring with them some of the 
rare flowers of Persia and of the far East to 
cast at Mrs. Cleveland’s feet. After the 
entree of the Prophets the first dance 
which has always in past years been reserved 
for the Veiled Prophets and their ladies, will 
be dispensed with and the Reception Commit- 
tee will present to the President and his wife 
the guests of the Prophets. There will be 
ample opportunity for all who desire to meét 
the President and Mrs. Cleveland and the 
work of introduction will progress much 
more rapidiy if those who are to be intro- 
duced will approach the President quietiy and 
await their turn. 

MRS. CLEVELAND'S DRESSING-ROOM. 

The large reading-room of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, which has heretofore been used as 
one of the genera! dressing-rooms, will be re- 
served for Mrs. Cleveland's use. The decora- 
tions of the room will be altogether in delicate 
ferns and beautiful cut-flowers, which will be 
scattered about in profusion. All the furnish- 
ings of a lady’s tollet-room will be provided 
and each bit of furniture will be twined with 
smilax and adorned with baskets of choice 
roses and lilies. 

The general dressing-rooms for ladies will 
be on the first floor of the building. 

The general decorations of the great ball 
will consist of the groupings of tropical plants 
about the selenrank desks, behind which will 
stand members of the Fioor Committee, dis- 
tributing programmes of the dance. ‘rom 
tho galleries will bang baskets of biossomiag 
plants, from whose sides’ will trail green 
vines. Betwoen the baskets will bang golden 
cages flied with birds, whose merry songs will 
mingle with the tinkling of the fountain and 
the sweet strains of the orchestra. 

THE BADGES 

worn ae members of the Reception and 
Fieor Committees will not differ from each 


other In design. Each will consist of a design 
in solid silver of the Grand Oracie standing 


erect onawinged dragon. In his hand he 
holds the scepter of power, at whose end 
ie a rich jewel. Beneath these silver 
adges will hang three ribbons in the colors 
of the Prophets, red, blue and yellow. 
THE ILLUMINATION. 

The ball‘room wiil be brilliantly illumin- 
ated. Just beneath the gallery a gilded gas- 
pipe with burners at short intervals extends 
around the entire hall. This will encircle the 
hall with fire. At intervals along the gallery 
are gas-treesse—thirty-six in all, the jets shaded 
by colored globes. At either end-of the hall in 
the gallery will be lime-lights of great power. 

Eight stars of cathedral giass, brilliantly il- 
luminated, will break the corners of the hall. 
There will be twoin each corner, so shaded 
that their brilliancy will suffer no detraction 
from the brightness of the general illumina- 
tion intheball. Eachstar will be five feet 
across. 

Above the rostrum will be the great trans- 
parency, twelve feet in length. The design 
will be the Grand Oracle standing on a winged 
dragon. Behind the transparency will be arc 
lights, which will bring out distinctly every 
line and color in the cathedral glass. 

The stairway leading to the second floor of 
the Chamber of Commerce building will.be 
lighted by the flame from several hundred gas 
jets on trees placed on every landing. 


Dressing-Room Arrangements. 


Mr. E. C. 8immons, chairman of the Recep- 
tion Committee, has issued the following or- 
ders: 

The gentlemen’s and ladies’ dressing-rooms

This year the Prophets will not aance in cos- 
tume. Although that dance will appear on the 
programmes, it will be omitted. As soon as 
the grand entree march is ended and the 
whistle blown, guests will take their places o 
the floor and join in the dance. .

IT WAS BROUGHT ABOUT BY THE SUGGES 
TION OF THE POST-DISPATCH. 


The ‘*Post-Dispatch” Also the First Paper 
to Nominate Cleveland for the Presi- 
dency—The Facts From the Records. 


As these lines are written the President and 
Mrs. Cleveland are speeding on their way to 
St. Louis at some thirty miles an hour, and 
before these lines are read by the hundreds of 
th ousands of readers who are already pledged 
to the first issue of the SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH, 
the distinguished visitors will be in the city 
resting from the fatigues of their journey in 
the aristocratic seclusion of Vandeventer 
place. 

The visit to St. Louis Is a memorable event 
in local history, one which has awakened 
many pleasant anticipations and which prom- 
ises to have many pleasant memories. Itrep- 
resents a courtesy highly creditable to the 
people of St. Louis, and those who have made 
it a success have every reason to feel proud of 
their share in the work. 

The Post-DISPATCH claims a double share. 

Before Grover Cleveland could come out to 
St. Louis as President it was necessary that he 
should be nominated and elected President, 
and the Post- DISPATCH was the first newspa- 
per in the country, so faras we know, to nom- 
inate him for the Presidency. 

Shortly after his nomination for Governor 
of New York on September 22, 1882, the Post- 
DISPATCH called attention to the Presidential 
possibilities of the State campaign, and on 
October 31, 1882, we placed the following ticket 
at the head of our columns:

OUR TICKET. 


When the Post-DISPATCH placed at the head 
ofits columns the nameof GROVER CLEVELAND 
as the Democratic candidate forthe Presidency 
in 1884 it was intimated that we were ‘*‘too 
previous,’’ and that Mr. CLEVELAND had 
weakened himself by accepting the challenge 
of JAY HUBBELL and treating the campaign he 
had entered into as ‘‘the skirmish line’’ for 
the Presidential battle. 

Now that tne election. is over, we think that 
no criticism will be indulged in at our ex- 
pense. The candidate who can carry the 
great State of New York by the majorities 
which come rolling upfor CLEVELAND as we 
write, possesses the one requisite that is 
wanted for the head of the national ticket— 
that he is the man to win with. In the presence 
of this consideration ail other claims disap)ear 
unless some strange and unexpected contin- 
gency should prevent it, Mr. Cleveland’s 
name willbethe strongest one that can be 
presented before the next National Demo- 


i cratic Convention. 


His honors have come upon him suddenly, 
but his merit has notebeen less that that of 
any of his predecessors in the candidacy for 
which we named him, and a party that won 
the election with Tilden in 1876 may well re- 
joice at the prospect of winning with Cleve- 
land in 1884. ; 

Before the Presidential election the Post- 
DISPATCH was represented in New York by 


the New York WORLD, and the share of the 


‘WORLD In determining the result of the elec- 


tion is a matter of history. 

Having thus done its share in securing the 
presence in Washington of the first Demo- 
cratic President inaugurated tn twenty-eight 
years, the POST-DISPATCH came to the front 
when the arrangements were under way for 
this year’s autumnal festivities.

dent visit the city during the Grand Army En- 
campment, and a committee of three or four 
had sent him a conventional invitation, which

HOW TO DO IT. 

The following editorial appeared in double- 
leaded minion in the PoOst-DISPATCH of Fri- 
day, March 18, 1887: 

INVITING THE PRESIDENT. 

The desire that the President should vwisit St. 
Louis during the approaching Grand Army re- 
union is not confined to the Grand Army Posts. 
Every dweller inthe citvand every stranger 
within the gates joins in the desire, and would 
giudly join in the invitation. 

The committee in charge of the celebration 
will neglect agrand opportunity if they allow 
that general and deep desire to be represented 
by a formal and mechanical note signed by 
three ortour citizens. They must do better 
than that. Our suggestion isthat they make 
themselves an agency by wnich the universal 
wish of our citizens may be conveyed to the 
President by an _ invitation which shall 
contain the signature of every one who 
joins inthe invitation; an invitation which 
sballbe unique, exceptional, historical and 
monumental; an invitation which will make 
a gigantic volume, of leaves of vellum, 
magnificently bound, signed with the sign 
muanualsof 200,000 subscribers, and worthy of 
being preserved at the Capital of the nation 
lorever. 

Let a uniform style of invitation be designed 
and epurayved on parchment, using 
from five to ten thousand sheets 
us may be needed. Then when 
the Grana Army Posts invite the President let 
the invitation be signed not by one or two 
then, but by gvery commander, officer und 
comrade of every Post in the city. 

When the Mayor invites him as the head of 
the City Government let every official in the 
employ of the city append his signature and 
Official title. 

The Merchants’ Exchange invitation should 
be signed by the President and the Directors 
and by every one of the three thousand mem.- 
bers and by every employe of the institution. 

Similar invitations should be gotten up from 
the Cotton Exchange and the Mechanics’ Ex- 
change and the Real Estate Exchange and 
every public and incorporated body in the 
city. 

No respectable citizen should escape. The 
invitation should come from every order and 
society, and from every member; from the 
Free Masons, and the Odd Fellows, and tbe 
Knights of Pythias, and the Knights of Labor, 
andthe Knights of St. Patrick and all other 
Knights; from the courts and the bar; from 
the newspapers, from the clubs, from the 
temperance societies and from the Brewers’ 
Association; from the railroad managers and 
the hotel-keepers, from the Hendricks Asso- 
ciation and the Civil-Service Retorm Associa- 
tion; from the School Board and from the 
schools, public and private; from the religious 
bodies and from the House of Delegates; from 
French and German and Italian and Bohemian 
and Irish societies; in a word, from every or- 
ganization in the city. ° 

The invitation should be extended to the 
President and Mrs. Cleveland. 

That would be an invitation worth accept- 


ng. 

It should be taken to Washington by a com- 
mittee of not less than a hundred representa- 
tive citizens with their wives and daughters, 
and presented personally to Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland. 

We believe that that would secure for this 
city the pleasure of their company. At any 
rate it would be a courtesy creditable to both 
giver and receiver, and would be well worth 
the effort. 

Is it claiming too much to claim that it was 
the suggestion of the Post-DisrpaTton which 
brought forth the Presidential visit? 

None of our esceemed contemporaries had 
any help to lend in the matter. 


The suggestion was promptly adopted. The

unearthed a new one to-day, He says in nis 
report of it: ‘*A job which I can truly say 
was conceived in iniquity, executed with bold 
audacity, and defended by the rankest per- 
ury, Was the contract for building the Walnut 
jille sewer. The contract was awarded to 
Charles M. Steele. On this job by a juggling 
of the contract the city was robbed of $7,000, 
An examination of the lumber accounts shows 
that Steele overcharged for 808,116 feet on 
which he made $20,324.64. Tothe bill for this 
he made oath. For stone on this same sewer 
contract Steele got nearly $5,000 more than his 
dues. Fraudulent bills for Sunday work 
never performed cost the city $690.'’

Ameri- 
cans must notexpect toretain the cup for long 
without further challenge, for they may rest 
asaured that Englishmen are as little content 
to be beaten as they are, and will never be

AS ONCE beside CROSSED THE ATLANTIC. 
[The advantage which the Americans are 
* supposed to enjoy by sailing in their own 
rs will then be on our side, and the Amer- 
yachtsmen will haveto show when they 
etotry and winthe cup again that their 
em of building and sailing is as well 
pted for English waters asit undoubtedly 
for the other side of the Atlantic. It is de- 
@irable forthe interests of the vachtsmen in 
both countries that the cup should 
occasionally change hands, and it wouid 
certainly bea greater triumph for American 
yachtsmen to win it in English waters than 
merely to retain itintheirown.

DUE TO CARELESSNESS. 


Verdict in the Case of the Men Killed at 
Lemp’s Brewery. 


For the past two days the Coroner has been 
taking testimony concerning the death of Dan- 
iel Ohmies, one of the men killed at Lemp’s 
Brewery Thursday morning by the fall of 
a scaffold on which they were at work. The 
testimony showed that the accident was due to 
the carelessness of the employers of Ohmies 
in failing to test the girders, which gave way 
and caused the accident, before putting the 
menonthe scaffold to work. Obmies was 
employed by the firm of Ww. 
Toepfer & Sons of Milwaukee, Wis., 
who had the contract of making’ the 
alterations and improvements that were going 
on nt the brewery. A verdict was returned by 
the jury, holding that Obmies’ death was due 
to the careless manner in which the iron gird- 
ers on which the platform and derrick rested 
were braced, andalso holding that it was 
the duty of August eens who 
was superintending the wor for 
W «Toepfer & Sons,to see that the girders were 
properly braced before he allowed the de- 
ceased and other workmen to get upon them 
to work. 

The testimony when transcribed from the 
shorthand notes will be submitted to 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes, 
who may issue a warrant holding 
Meschke for manslaughter. At an 
rate the firm of W. ‘Toepfer & Sons of 
Milwaukee are pretty certain of having sev- 
eral suits for damage brought against them, 

The testimony and verdict in the Ohmies’ 
inquest also applies in the case of Fred New- 
man, who died of injuries received in the same 
accident.

4. What is aftirmed of infinite mind? It is un- 
changeable in truth. Thereis no causation outside 
of it, as itincludes the whole; none higher than it, 
as it holds the same ofallits parts. (Keno.) 

5. Whatisits essence? Truth, which is life, wis- 
dom and love. 

6. Whatis man's relation toinfinite mind? He is 
related to the infinite as his finite thought is related to 
himself. He is a thought of infinite mind. 

7. What is health? To finite thought a relative ex- 
pression. In‘reality itis wholeness—man'‘s true ta- 
heritance. 

8. Whatis disease? An expression for man’s belief 
in falsehood—or a lack of equilibrium in thought. 

9. Does that apply to all forms of so-called disease? 
It isa universal principle and admits of no qualifica- 
tions. 

10. How is equilibrium or health restored? By 
realizing the truth. 

| , DELUDED BY DOCTORS. 

I have pored over this circulara good deal.

Patients who have been sup- 
ported by charity and one crutch have risen 
and gone forth reconstructed; large, eating 
cancers have suddenly lost their appetites and 
ceased to est, and in one instance a new eye- 
ball sprouted and grew an old socket full of 
optic, Large classes are formed to receive in- 
structions in the faith cure,and if they succeed 
in belleving the above statements they are 
graduated. 

A FRIEND'S EXPERIENCE. 
Sometimes the treatment works well on the 
disease, but injures the patient insome other 
way; for instance, a friend of mine was eleven 
months eradicating an in-growing nail by 
faith cure. He kept that toe poulticed with 
his faith for nearly a year, and at the end of 
that time had the satisfaction of knowing that 
the nail was all right, but alas, it was 
done at the sacrifice of his faith! 
The first time I m him and 
talked with him, I saw by the Took in his star- 
ing eyes that he could not believe a thing I 
said. 

Sometimes a cure is worked by the laying-on 
of hands, and sometimes this is omitted. 
The laying-on of hands is not repulsive 
to me at all times, but it can be 
overdone. In running from Chicago to 
Portiand I once had a watch which 
gave meagood dealof trouble by outstrip- 
ping the local time along the road as we 
journeyed West. A gentieman on the train, 
who was a psychio healer, laid his hands on 
the diseased watch and it disappeared. (The 
other gentlemen of the company will next 
sing *‘The song that reached my heart!’’) 

The chief objection to psychic healing is the 
absolute failure on long-standing cases 
of poll evil, blind staggers and bots. 
Ina nutshell, the theory ts that if you believe 
you are healed, you are healed, but the most 
stubborn resistance tothis doctrine is met 
among both horses and mules. Neither is this 
method of cure successful among men in cases 
of hemorrhages, emotional insanity and 
clams. Amputations and operations 
for strabismus still have to be done 
in the old way, and vaccination 
by faith does not seem to satisfy the Board of 
Health. Iam free to confess, however, that 
my first impression about faith cure was erro- 
neous. Itis not a method of curing enfeebled 
or broken-down faith, but itis a means, with- 
out medicine, of treating by psychic influences 
all diseases from the insidious and death- 
dealing pip to the long-waisted and rapacious 
tapeworm. 

TRYING IT ON HIS HAIR. 

I am treating this subject as absolutely de- 
void of anything miraculous, and on the 
theory that an all-wise Providence is not going 
to reconsider its decrees of disease or death 
simply becanse the suggestion is made by an 
unknown person who is getting $2 per pop for 
making therequest. Still, I do not desire to 
be unfair: I do not wish to be put down asthe 
relentless foe if psychic healing, and so 1am 
going to give it another trial. Lam now try- 
ing it on wy hair.

A Fist Fight Which Came Near Being Serious 
—Council Meeting—Netes. 


A political discussion taken part in by United 
States Marshal Herman G. Weber, Aldermen 
Tefft, Bird and Mengus, ex-City-Attorney 
O’Melveny apd Mr. Herman Trebbe, on the 
corner of Missouri avenue and Main street last 
evening, was productive of arow which re- 
suited in O’Melveny having his eyes well deco- 
rated. The Council meeting had just 


been adjourned when Aldermen Tefft, 
Bird anti Mengus left the City Hall 
and walked up Main _ street to the 
corner of Missour! avenue, where they were 
joined by Marshal Weber, Attorney O’Mel- 
veny and Mr. Trebbe. The conversation 
turned on politics and O'Melveny, whe was 
somewhat under the influence of liquor, began 
to rake up old political scores which he bad 
against Marshal Weber. The Marshal told 
him he did not wish to have any dispute with 
him, and endeavored to concillate him, 
but O’Melveny, who has never 
entertained friendly feelings towards the 
Marshal, was determined to be quarrelsome, He 
asserted that he was a better Democrat than 
Weberever dared to be, and applied a vile 
epithetto him. His language to the Marshal 
incensed Alderman Tefft, who told him that if 
he did not cease his vituperation and take 
his departure ne would: be liable to get him- 
self in trouble. O’Melveny defied Tefft to 
attempt to shut off his. expression ef 
opinion, aud after a few angry words 
had passed between them O’Melveny seized 
Tefft by the throat. Tefft shook him off and 
hit him a blow in the face which sent him to 
the greens. O’ Melveney gathered himself up 
again and renewed his abuse of Weber, call- 
ing him all the vile names he could think of, 
and insinuating that he had facts in his pos- 
session to prove that Weber’s allegiance to 
Democracy was secondary to his considera- 
tion of his own private interests. Aiderman 
Mengus was next to espouse the Marshal’s 
cause and counseled O'Melveny to be quiet, 
telling him that he had noright to talk about 
aman like Marshal Weber as he had been 
doing. O'Melveny answered that it was none 
of his business, and did not stup his flow of 
abuse. Mengus then slapped him in the face, 
and Mr. Trebbe also planted a blow on the 
attorney’s countenance, Trebbe’s action 
aroused Alderman Bird’s anger, he having 
been taking the part of O'Melveny. 
No sooner had Trebbe struck O’Melveny than 
Bird responded by knocking Trebbe down. 
Alderman Mengus asked Bird why he took up 
for such a‘‘contemptible cur’’ asO’Melveny 
had proven himself to be, anda fight between 
these two was imminent when a number 
of friends ot all parties interfered 
and prevented further trouble. Marshal 
Weber did all in his power to pacify O’ Melveny 
and greatly regretted the trouble which en- 
sued, for which he was in no way responsible, 
and did all he could to prevent.

The papal parade will be one of the features 
of this eventful Sabbath. Asis known, it isin 
honor of the completion ofthe Pepe’s fiftieth 
year as an ordained priest.

The Post-Dispatch Expose of the Baggage 
Blockade Awakens Officials. 


The exposure of the frightful baggage block- 
ade atthe Union Depot p/inted in the Post- 
DISPATCH Friday has awakened the railroad 
people to the necessity for providing the 
facilities to handle the additional crush which 
will begin to-night. Temporary expedients 
have been devised to allow Baggage-Master 
Steele an opportunity to catch up with the 
travel. Uol. Hill, who is President of the 
Board that manaces the Union Depot, yester- 
day telegraphed to Indianapolis and other 
cities for trained baggagemen to be sent here, 
These men will enable the baggave-master to 
handle the trunks in one-half the time he 
could with only the help of the 
freight handlers. In addition to this small 
reliefa greater measure is proposed by the 
Missouri Pacific Railway. General Passenger 
Agent Townsend has bad the company’s 
large cotton warehouse at Seventh and Poplar 
streets cleared, and beginning to-morrow, all 
baggage cavstcoming in on the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad and St, Louts, Iron Mountain & 
Southern Railway will be backed down to this 
warehouse, and unloaded under the direction 
of competent baggage men. Mr. Townsend 
said: ‘*‘The Union Depot Company is re- 
quiredto handie all the baggage coming in 
on the roads entering there, but passengers 
whocannot find thelr bagyage in the crush 
there blame the roaa that brings them into 
the city. Rather than have the odium of this 
tie-up put upon us by our passengers we have 
gone to the expense of caring for all the bag- 
gage we shall bring into the city.’’ 

The Chicago & Alton Railway has kept the 
baggage brought in on its voad since the 
blockade grew so fearfully great in the 
bagyage cars. Yesterday a vacant store in the 
Temple Building, Fifth and Walnut streets, 
was rented, and will be used as a baggave and 
check-ro@m independent of the Union Depot. 
It will be kept open until the blockade is 
lifted

Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland will be entertained 
two days at the Lindell Hotel at a cost to the 
proprietors of the hotel of nearly $5,000. 
Though up to last night not one hand’s touch 
has been put to the rooms to be occupied by the 
President and his wife active work on the fur- 
niture and fittings Is being carried on outside 
the hotel, and all the articies will be In readi- 
mess for the furnishing, which began last 
night and will be carried forward with all 
gpeed to-day. Rooms 12 and 13 and parlor 17 
are those given up to these guests. The first 
two are those rooms on the second or 
parlor floor of the hotel immediately adjoining 
‘the grand parlor on the east and looking out 
on Washington avenue, the windows being 
the first four east of the balcony. Parlor 17 is 
the ladies’ private parlor, which has been 
temporarily withdrawn from common use that 
the President may use it as his reception- 
room. The numbers 12 and 13 are of the bed- 
chamber and private parlor. All of the apart- 
ments mentioned occupy precisely the same 
relative positions as those which were in 1866 
givenup to President Johnson, Gen. Grant, 
Gen. Sherman, Secretary Seward, Admiral 
Farragut and the others who accompanied 
the only President who ever came to 8t. 
Louls in state during his term of office 
before Mr. Cleveland. From the baloony of 
the old Lindell Hotel Mr. Johnson reviewed 
the parade which escorted him from the 
‘steamboat that had brought him from Alton, 
and there, too, he made the fifth of seven 
speeches his entertainers. demanded of him in 
thatoneday. Then, as now, the proprietors 
of the hotel entertained the Presidential par- 
ty at their own cost; but the now is different 
from the then in the magnificence of that en- 
tertainment. Every bit of furniture in thetwo 
rooms especially occupied by the President and 
Mrs. Cleveland will be new, evento the linen 
onthe bed. The bedroom will be No. 12. It 
is a large airy room looking toward the 
south, and pleasant at all times of the day. 
Old patrons of the hotel are always anxious to 
getit and consider themselves fortunate if 
they find it unoccupied. That it will now be 
more than ever popular is a foregone’ conclu- 
sion. The two large mirrors with dark hard- 
wood frames, which are in thisroom, form 


~ the key of the furnishing. The bedand dreas-

THE GRAND PARLOR, 

which was furnished buta short time since, 
has been improved by the addition of some 
new pieces, and particularly by the hanging 
of two large paintings which entirely fill 
the spaces to the east and west of 
the main entrance, onthe north wall. These 
canvases—each 6x12 feet—are the work of 
Frank Russell Green. They were owned by 
J.M. Hill, Margaret Mather’s manager, on 
whose order one of them was painted. Mr. 
Hulbert recently purchased them from Mr. 
Hill. The more ambitious canvas and the 
most successful work is the **Death of Fran- 
cesca and Paolo.’”? The guilty pair are seen, 
not in the agony of dying but after the 
departure of Lanciotto whose sword has sent 
them to the great accounting.

THE TABLE SERVICE 
will be entirely new, linen, silver and china. 
Complete breakfast, dinner and tea sets of 
Haviland porcelain have been purchased. 
The sets are uniform, come from the same 
factory that made the White House china, and 
are of the same material,:' though not as ex- 
tensive nor as expensive in decoration. The 
shape is known in the china trade as 
‘*tressed,’’ but to the uninitiated, basket- 
shaped is more understandable. The 
plates are wafers of porcelain. The 
tureens, platters and vegetable dishes 
are square. The decoration scheme is simple 
and elegant, consisting of birds, flowers and 
grassesin small designs, each piece being 
different.

THE GREAT DISPLAY READY TO OPEN TO- 
MORROW MORNING. 


Full Arrangements for the Visit of President 
and Mrs. Cleveland to the Grounds on 
Monday and Tuesday—The School Chil- 
dren’s Chorus and the Flower Presenta- 
tion—Monday’s Splendid Racing Pre- 
gramme—Other Features—The Depart. 
ments All in Readiness. 


The great 8t. Louis Fair will be opened for 
the twenty-seventh time to-morrow. Itisa 
big thing to say that all previous fairs will be 
surpassed, for their excellence and diverse 
points of interest render it difficult for one to 
conceive anything greater. The county fair, 
once 80 attractive an institution, has disap- 
peared almost entirely, and on account of 
mismanagement many ofthe State fairs have 
been forced to abandon their shows. The 
rise of expositions also had its effect 
in compelling thia decline. St. Louis, 
however, not only shows the only Fair that 
has year by year grown better and more ex- 
tended, butan Exposition that is more suc- 
cessful now than its projectors even hoped it 
would be. The two institutions are not an- 
tagonistic. They complement each other. 
The Fair confines its shows and features to 
things rural, and the Exposition is given up to 
things urban. In the preparations for the 
present Fair many buildings have been altered 
and remodeleg. Improvements have been 
made in ail parts of the grounds; and the ex- 
hibits secured contain the most interesting 
features obtainable. Nothing ever seen here 
will surpass the showtobe made in Horticul- 
tural Hall, for in addition to the excellent 
local display Southern California and New 
Mexico have obtained space for rival 
displays of their‘products. This will add new 
interest to the show, as thecoliections to be 
shown have been gathered with the view of 
showing the wide extend of fruit-growing in 
the two regions. The racing will be better than 
in previous years as the entries show. The 
purses amount to $18,000 and will insure good 
sport.’’ 

THE PRESIDENT AND MRS. CLEVELAND. 

Not the least attractive feature will be the 
presence of President and Mrs. Cleveland 
and their party on the first and second 
days of the Fair, Monday and Tuesday. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland will leave the 
Mayor’s residence in Vandeventer place at 
9:30 o’clock to-morrow morning, escorted by 
C. C. Rainwater, Loyd G. Harris, H. C. 
Brockmeyer, J. G. Butler, Warwick Hough. 
T. T. Gantt, OC. C. Maffitt, Julius 8. Walsh, 
John W. Turner and O. P. Gooding. They 
will be driven along Grand avenue to the 
Fair Grounds, where arrangements for their 
reception have been made. It will be 
children’s day at the Grounds, 
and = all the pupils of the schools 
will be there. Children’ under 12 years 
ofage will be admitted free. It is expected, 
if the weather is fine, that between thirty and 
forty thousand children will be atthe grounds. 
They willbe marched to the amphitheater, 
where they will be seated In the great circle of 
1,500 feet. Three thousand children will be 
seated apart from the others. They have been 
trained to sing ‘‘America’’ and ‘‘Hail Colum- 
bia.’’ Miss Mamie McCullough will assem- 
ble the kindergarten children in the 
center of the ring, about the judgps’ 
‘stand, and will place in the hand.of one repre- 
sentative of each of the 106 schoolsin the city, 
a basket of flowers bearing the school name. 
The committee in charge of the ceremonies, 


Messrs. John W. O'Connell, Chas. Green, 
Henry’Hickman, R. A. Campbell and JohnS. 
Moffitt will occupy a pvusition beneath the 
judges’ stand. When the Presidential party 
reaches the amphitheater they will be escorted 
through the central eastern gate to the ring, 
across the ring to the stand,where they will be 
introduced to the committee.

Nilsson since her marriage to the Count Casa 
Miranda has set upan establishment in Lon- 
don and entertains a greatdeal. Her husband 
was said to be the handsomest man in Spain 
when he married the first time, but if so has 
changed more completely that Dr. Jekyll did 
when he turned into Mr. Hyde.

receptions at the White House 
given in the East room, the 
largest room in the Executive Mansion. 
Here half an hour or more before the 
hour fixed for the reception the crowd begins 


to gather. Men, women and children come, 
in littie delewations and squads, and collect 
about the door of the East parior. It is with 
some difficuity that they are persuaded to dis- 
tribute themselves about the room, Although 
there is no one to look at them or reprove 
them for the liberty of making them- 
selves at home, they huddie in one 
corner of the parlor near the entrance and 
talk in whispers. When the crowd at the door 
has become ao dense that there is no chance of 
forcing any One more into the room, one of 
the ushers leads part of the throng tothe 
other end of the parior and distributes the bal- 
ance along the side walls. As the hour an- 
nounced for the reception draws near, there 
is & perceptible increase of anxiety. Men finger 
their ties and look at their shoes to see if they 
are presentable, Women poke their bonnets

this way and that and rumple up their bangs. 
Children stop their chatter and look about to 
see which way the Presidentis coming. It is 
not infrequent that the President is late, fora 
Cabinet meeting often occupies the hour be- 
fore the reception, and Cabinet business is 
sometimes protracted beyond the accustomed 
time. The President never allows any but 
official business, however, to interfere with 
his public engagements. 

The President enters the East room through 
the folding doors on the wést, from the long 
hallway that extends to the other end of the 
White House. Helis preceded always by the 
Sergeant-of-Police who, in plain clothes, 
keeps guard of the White House door, and al 
another member of the police furee, both 
quietly dressed. They proceed into the room 
about six feet from the door and motion the 
crowd to them. When the crowd has gathered 
about them the President makes his appear- 
ance. There is no announcement of his 
coming, and he is not received with any 
demonstration. He takes his position be- 
tween the two officers who marshal the crowd, 
while a little group of newspaper correspon- 
dents gather behiod him to catch any stray 
incident 

" OF AN AMUSING NATURE, 
Itis very seldom that the reception is so 
common- place that it will not furnish food for 
the paragrapher. All manner of amusing 
characters frequent the White House gather- 
ings. Extraordinary cranks @re not admitted. 
The doorkeeper bas learned to recognize 
them ata giance andthey areturned away 
when they present themselves, quietly if they 
will go without trouble, noisily if they object. 
If necessary they are placed under arrest and 
taken tothe lock-up. But thereis always at 
a White House gathering a sprinkling of mild- 
mannered cranks, people who dono harm 
and who furnish some amusement for 
the on-lookers. There are certain standard 
callers who are looked for at every re- 
ception, There is the man who @ has 
voted the Democratic ticket all his life, and 
who has never before seen a Democratic Pres.

Great interest will be felt, particularly 
among church-going people, in the Presi- 
dent's attendance on divine service to-day. 
Mr. Cleveland is areguilar church-goer when 
in Washington. He is a member of the congre- 
gation of the Rev. Byron Sunderland, 
an old-school Presbyterian minister, and 
except when business is 80

long before Dr. Sunderland mounts the pulpit 
to begin service.

Sunderland uever wants a good congrega- 
tion. It may not be as attentive a congrega- 
tion as he might wish.

He seems to go through thes 
much as a@ matter ofduty. it may bea ¢ 
example which he thinks he, as Presi 
the ni States, owes to his f 
nitn. It may be a duty he thinks he 
owes his Creator. There is no 
manifestation of extreme interest in the 
service atany time. He siteinthe corner of 
the pew next theaisiec. When the preacher 
bows his head in prayer, the President bends 
his neck a very littie and looks at his shoes, 
When the congregation rises to sing, Mr, 
Cleveland stands, sometimes with his 
clasped behind him, sometimes with his finger 
tips resting on the back of the seat in front, 
always with bis eyes x on the puipit 
or on the carpeted fiowr. He never 
joins in the devotion of of song. When tne 
collection is taken the President draws a 
folded bill from his pocket and ae it inte 
the basket. At the conclusion of the service 
he moves down the aisie asquickly as his 
aignity will permitand hurries down the steps 
to his carriage.
